W activists agree that shutting 
down the NESWC incinera- 
tor would solve what they believe 
are serious air quality problems in 
the Merrimack Valley, no one can 
really agree on what effect the shut- 
down would have on the economies 
of NESWC towns. 

Those analyzing the potential 
effects of a plant shutdown are cau- 
tious about predictions, in light of 
the grave errors made by their pre- 
decessors, who voted to build the 
plant with public money and “back 
load” the debt to years later, when 
the plant was expected to be making 
a profit selling the energy it created 
from burning trash. 

Those initial predictions went so 
wrong that instead of being paid to 
produce energy from. their trash, 
NESWC towns are paying twice the 
market rate for every ton of trash 
they throw out. 

While there is no formal analysis 
of what towns would have to pay if 
the plant shut down, no one is opti- 
mistic that a NESWC town would 
Save any money in the short term. 

Under the current contract, which 
expires 2005, each NESWC town 
sends a minimum amount of trash to 
the plant per year, and pays the plant 
a tipping fee per ton. Tipping fees are the sizable increase.

Seemingly every year of 
this decade, the school department has 
asked for more money than the town 
Manager proposed, and the two sides 

have agreed on a compromise.

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Stretch it out — Kristin Rouselle is getting ready to run a 
marathon in San Diego to benefit the Leukemia Society of 


America. 


A marathon for life 


Kristin Rousselle wouldn’t run 
a marathon for just anyone. In 
fact, she has never run a 
marathon in her life. 

But the 23-year-old Andover 
native, now living in Haverhill, 
just bought a treadmill to help her 
prepare for the 26.2-mile race in 
three months. 

Rousselle and her younger sis- 
ter, Alisha, 16, a junior at Haver- 
hill High School, signed up to run 
a marathon to raise money for the 
Leukemia Society of America. 
The race takes place in San Diego, 
Calif. on Memorial Day weekend. 

Neither Rousselle nor her sis- 
ter have run before, she says, but 
Rousselle, who works in the 
Human Resources Department at 
Andover Town Offices, says she 
hopes to finish the race. 

“T was a little leery at first, but 
it seems to be worth it,” she says. 

And if she doesn’t finish, 
there’s a bus to take her to the fin- 
ish line from the half-way point, 
she adds with a laugh. 

The society has paired her up 
with a few motivating people, like 
a coach and a mentor in the area. 
She will also be given the name of 
a leukemia patient as an “hon- 
oree.” 

But for now, her next project is 
to go pick out some running 
shoes. 

Each sister has pledged to raise 


$3,200 for the Leukemia Society of 
America. One reason the project 
appealed to Rousselle is the orga- 
nization’s pledge to put 80 percent 
of the donations collected in a 
pledge’s name back into their 
own community. 

Rousselle says 80 percent of the 
money she _ collects goes to 
leukemia-related projects in the 
Merrimack Valley. The rest goes 
to her travel and accommodation 
costs. 

Leukemia is a malignancy of 
the blood-forming tissues such as 
bone marrow, lymph nodes and 
spleen, and appears as uncon- 
trolled multiplication of abnor- 
mal blood cells. 

Rousselle will be collecting 
donations until April 27 at her 
mailing address, 107 Brook St., 
Haverhill, MA 01882.

“The Board of Selectmen preferred scenario 
#1.” 

Would you like to know what scenario #1 is? 
Sorry, that information isn’t included in the 
board’s executive session minutes from Sept. 28, 
1998, which selectmen voted to release at their 
Feb. 8 meeting. 

And don’t bother asking board members 
about it. They can’t tell you either. 

That’s because scenario #1 is one of three 
possible ways to settle a lawsuit between the 
North East Solid Waste Council (NESWC) and 
MRI, and according to Chairman Bill Downs, 
that litigation is stil] ongoing. 

The same is true of minutes from Sept. 8, 
1998, in which the board “discussed a letter that 
they received from (building inspectors) 
Michael Buss and Peter DePesa ... The board 
reviewed Labor Counsel’s draft response and 
wanted it revised prior to sending it to Mr. Buss 
and Mr. DePesa.” 

Would you like to know what those revisions 
were, or perhaps to see the letter from the 
town’s labor counsel, Michael Gilman? Sorry, 
that’s not available either, since the litigation 
involving Buss, DePesa and the town is report- 
edly still ongoing. 

The minutes are not entirely vague in every 
case. At the Sept. 28 meeting, the topic was the 
request by Patricia Scarborough for town sup- 
port of her and other Shepley Street residents’ 
court battle with the city of Lawrence, regard- 
ing the erection of a cellular phone tower right 
across the municipal line. 

The three board members present, Chair- 
man Bill Downs, Lori Becker and Brian Major, 
voted unanimously against joining the neigh- 
bors as co-plaintiffs in Land Court, against pay- 
ing Land Court fees and costs and against reim- 
bursing the residents for their costs to date. 

At an Oct. 5 meeting that was partially devot- 
ed to the cellular phone tower issue, the only 
specific information included in the minutes is 
that Selectman Larry Larsen opposed holding 
the executive session in the first place, and put 
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public, but still secretive 


his fellow board members on 
notice that he intended to speak to 
the press about the cell tower issue 
afterward. Larsen also, as he stated 
publicly, wanted the town to sup- 
port the Shepley Street neighbors. 

The board has been releasing 
executive session minutes, several 
at a time, for a couple of months 
now, after local resident Dennis 
Teves began seeking access to 
them. 

Teves says he is “not satisfied at 
all” with what is available in these 
minutes. 

“I want them to have the same 
kind of detail that is in the regular 
minutes,” he says, adding that he 
intends to pursue his complaint 
with the Secretary of State’s Office, 
demanding that officials be more 
forthcoming with information. 

“My taxes went up to $5,000 this 
year,” he says. “There has got to be 
a better way for the public to find 
out what is going on.” 
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But given the lack of substance 
to a number of them, what’s the 
point of releasing them? 

Town Counsel Tom Urbelis, 
who generally recommends to the 
board what minutes to release, 
Says he disagrees that all the min. 
utes lack specifics. “Some of them 
are detailed and some of them 
aren't,” he says, “but they are suffi- 
cient.” 

Downs says he can understand 
that a citizen might think the min- 
utes are lacking in substance, par- 
ticularly since they are far less 
detailed than those taken by the 
selectmen’s secretary for their reg- 
ular (public) meetings. 

But he says some of the material 
“can’t be released until it gets out 
of litigation.” 

Also, he says that during the 
executive sessions it is usually 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
taking the notes, and that they are 
intentionally “fairly brief.”

Trashy realities 


Several dozen environmental activists 
from Andover and surrounding towns got a 
bit of a lesson in political realities last week, 
when they traveled to the Statehouse to 
demand the closing of the NESWC incinera- 
tor in North Andover. 

While most of the area politicians were 
willing to listen to their pleas, none of them 
were about to sign a petition calling for clo- 
sure of the plant. 

The reps and senators shouldn’t be fault- 
ed for their reluctance. It’s easy for private 
citizens to sign something they haven’t read 
carefully, because no real accountability 
comes with it. Not so with elected represen- 
tatives, whose signatures carry much more 
weight, and therefore more accountability. 

So that should be lesson #1. If you expect 
the support — and the signature — of an 
elected official on an issue, you'd better get 
the commitment before you show up at the 
Statehouse. You’d better give him or her 
plenty of time to study it in advance. 

A second issue is that part of the reluc- 
tance came from legal and financial reali- 
ties about the incinerator. 

If the plant were shut down tomorrow, 
the 23 communities that signed on to join 
NESWC in the 1970s would still be on the 
hook for $150 million still owed for construc- 
tion of the plant and would still need 
somewhere to throw their trash. Not only 
that, they could be liable for financial dam- 
ages for breaking their contract with the 
operator of the plant, Wheelabrator Tech- 
nologies. 

Those are very complicated, very expen- 
Sive issues that will not be solved with a 
petition and a day of lobbying at the State- 
house.

nities to recycle enough to cut the waste 


Stream to the point where one less incinera- | 


tor is needed in the area. 
Perhaps it is possible to convince the 


State to pay for at least some of what com- 


munities owe. 

But the NESWC communities will have 
to get in line with everybody else scream- 
ing that their issue should be the No. 1 pri- 
ority for overflowing state coffers. 

In short, while the environmentalists 
have done lots of homework, and have 
crafted a plan that could work, there is still 
more homework yet to be done on this mat- 
ter. And it will take much more than the 
verbal endorsement of politicians to get it 
done. 

This is a case where the grassroots have 
to sign on. It is the average citizen who will 
be paying the mortgage on a plant that is 
shuttered, and taking an extra hour each 
week to separate paper, plastic and glass. 

When every community votes for for 
that, then it will be time to check back in at 
the Statehouse.

In praise of heroes — the real heroes

I’ve got heroes on the mind this 
week, probably because they have 
been a major topic of discussion 
around here in recent days. 

Yes, that’s a bit ironic, I know, 
given the conclusion of a presiden- 
tial impeachment trial that ended 
not with a bang but a whimper, with 
a majority of U.S. senators declaring 
that they think the lying, cheating 
and manipulation of the president is 
disgraceful, but has little, if any- 
thing, to do with him being a good 
president. 

In a way, this seems like a time 
without heroes. 

Yet, they do indeed exist. At the 
opening of a class on the “legislative 
process” at Merrimack College that 
included students and a number of 
visiting senior citizens from 
Andover, Professor Mary McHugh 
asked us all to name our heroes. 

A couple of days later, on a 
Wednesday morning, students at the 
Doherty Middle School held a “Por- 


traits of our Heroes Day” 
Town Hall. 

That’s a good exercise, I think, 
because naming heroes tells us as 
much or more about ourselves as it 
does the objects of our admiration. 
Our heroes are our role models — 
the people we aspire to be. 

Even more encouraging — an 
impressive number of parents and 
other family members made the list, 
both in the college class and among 
middle schoolers. 

For a child to name a parent as a 
hero is the ultimate compliment, — 
not, of course, because it means the 
parent lacks any of the deep flaws 
that characterize us all. What it 
means is that, in spite of those flaws 
and in spite of being observed most 
of the day, every day, a parent 
emerges as a role model, as someone 
a member of the next generation 
wants to emulate. 

It is the ultimate compliment 
because the child sees much more 
than just the carefully crafted, pub- 
lic face of the parent. The child sees 
the weak moments, the angry, self- 
ish, insensitive moments, the unlov- 
ing and unlovely moments, the 
exhausted, frazzled moments, and 
emerges still declaring, “‘this is the 
man or woman I want to be.” 

That should be an encouraging 
message to parents, who wonder if 
their children notice the sacrifices 
made in their behalf, and it says

something good about the maturity 
of the kids. 

I recall my first real heroes were 
Mickey Mantle and Bobby Richard- 
son of the old New York Yankees of 
the 1950s. I know — what was a 
Boston boy doing rooting for those 
guys? Don’t ask. To this day I can’t 
entirely explain why I was attracted 
more to Mantle than to Ted 
Williams. Heck, my dad even went 
to high school with Ted Williams. 

But the point is, my grade-school 
adoration of these guys had every- 
thing to do with their wealth and 
fame playing what I considered a 
glamorous game, and nothing to do 
with their qualities as people — 
their private lives. While Richard- 
son ended up being a minister, I 
later learned that Mantle was hardly 
the sort of guy you’d want taking out 
your daughter after the game. 

That’s fairly typical, I guess. Kids 
tend to choose their heroes based on 
what they do. As they get older, they 
realize that while skill may be 
admirable, fame may be glamorous 
and wealth may be seductive, if they 
are all that define a person, that per- 
son is hollow indeed. 

And that leads us to one of Profes- 
sor McHugh’s follow-up questions. 
She noted, after making a list that 
included many parents but also a 
few athletes, business tycoons, presi- 
dents and even Madonna, that

To be exemplary takes 
dedication and dollars

A couple of months ago I asked the 
Townsman editor, Taylor Armerd- 
ing, if I might contribute an article to 
this paper now and then. Kindly, he 
granted my request. In the coming 
years, I intend these articles to be 
updates on important events, issues 
or activities in our schools. 

In this first article, I want to talk 
about two things: exemplary schools 
and the Andover Public Schools 
FY2000 budget. 

Let me begin with “exemplary.” At 
the last School Committee meeting, 
we introduced a new item to the 
agenda: Superintendent’s Showcase 
of Exemplary Practices. The School 
Committee and I are very excited 
about this addition because it offers 
parents and the community-at-large 
the opportunity to learn about our 
many exceptional programs and pro- 
jects. 

The first exemplary practice we 
showcased was “A World in Motion,” 
our fifth-grade physical science pro- 
gram. Frank Rapisardi, fifth-grade 
teacher at South Elementary, made 
the presentation, along with the stu- 
dents in the project and the other 
members of the fifth-grade teacher 
team. 

As a result of this exemplary sci- 
ence project, Mr. Rapisardi was 
selected to receive the 1998 Lloyd 
Reuss Award for Teaching Excel- 
lence, an award he won over teachers 
in more than 1,000 other schools in 
this country and beyond. 

This science program is not our 
only exemplary practice, and over 
the coming months we will bring to 
School Committee meetings many 
other outstanding examples. I know 
this town will be excited to learn 
about these programs in our schools, 
and | have reason to feel exceedingly 
proud of our many strong, effective 
programs in all of our schools. 

As good as these programs are, 
however, they are not enough. We 
need to make exemplary practices 
the norm across all curricular areas, 
in every classroom, in all our 
schools. 


This brings us to the budget. 

Our exemplary practices must be 
shared with and taught to others, and 
this takes time, and time means dol- 
lars. We need time to research and 
adopt exemplary practices from 
other districts. We need time to eval- 
uate and improve every exemplary 
practice we have underway, because 
if we don’t, those programs will not 
remain exemplary for long. 

Mr. Rapisardi himself speaks of 
making ongoing improvements to his 
“World in Motion” program, know- 
ing that if the program does not con- 
tinue to change and grow, as he 
learns more, as his students progress 
and as our world out there changes, 
then in a short time, the program 
will not meet his children’s needs. 

We know money alone is not 
enough to create exemplary pro- 
grams, but money is one essential 
ingredient in every exemplary pro- 
gram. People in business know this 
is true. I heard a short while ago that 
Microsoft spends around $2 billion a 
year in research and design. 

Recently, I spoke to the Merri- 
mack Valley Chamber of Commerce. 
I said to the business leaders in this 
valley that I deeply believe schools 
have to be fiscally responsible, just 
like private businesses have to be. 
We have to run schools well, because 
we live in competitive times (with 
charter and voucher schools out 
there) and because the resources in 
any community must be stretched 
over many valid needs. 

We need to spend your tax dollars 
prudently, yes, but we must do well 
by our children, who must learn vital 
skills and acquire essential informa- 
tion during their years in our 
schools. If schools are to keep up 
with the demands you have out there 
— demands for a well-trained, skilled 
work force; if we are to keep up with 
your expectations for outstanding, 
top-in-the-state schools, then we must 
have the financial resources to do 
that. 

The simple truth is, good schools 
cost a lot of money. This is a reality. 
Equally true, however, is that, up the 
line, poor schools cost a lot more. 
There is a connection between our 
budget and the ability to make our 
schools exemplary. I believe you 
know that. I also believe we all want 
exemplary schools. I ask you to sup- 
port your schools in that endeavor.

Last week’s article on a disgruntled 
parent whose children had attended 
the Andover School of Montessori 
(ASM) last year implied that parents 
should be wary of the school because 
the town of Andover has not formally 
reviewed the ASM curriculum. 

As parents of two children currently 


attending ASM (prekindergarten and 
elementary age), we are extremely sat- 
isfied with ASM, and take strong 
exception to the criticisms in the arti- 
cle. 

It appears there may be a question 
regarding compliance by the Andover 
School Committee with a Massachu- 
setts law requiring approval of the cur- 
ricula of all private schools in 
Andover, including ASM. A copy of the 
ASM curriculum is available to par- 
ents, educators and school administra- 
tors alike for review (and has been dur- 
ing other academic years). ASM par- 
ents are openly encouraged to compare 
the school’s program to any public or 
private school in the area. 

In addition to being ASM parents, 
my husband and I have both received 
training as professional educators. 
Having done this comparison of cur- 
riculum ourselves, we have found it 
compares easily and favorably. ASM 
Director Rich Abbe is quoted in your 
article indicating his openness with 
the School Committee and willingness 
to participate in any formal review 
process they request. We are sure the 
result would reflect well on ASM. 

A more thorough story might also 
have included views of current parents 
who are aware of the very positive con- 
ditions at the school under the new 
director, and compared curriculums 
between private and public area 
schools/preschools. 

Had this been done, we are confi- 
dent that a survey would show over- 
whelming support for the staff and pro- 
grams and a curriculum that mirrors 
public schools while allowing for modi- 
fication to the Montessori approach 
and intent. 

The article cites Ms. Feldman’s feel- 
ing that some teachers she encoun- 
tered last year had “questionable qual- 
ifications,” without specifying what is 
being questioned.

classrooms, prekindergarten and 
lower elementary. We find the 
classroom compositions to be 
balanced, and believe the mixed- 
age groupings are a strong posi- 
tive feature of a Montessori edu- 
cation. 

We all seek the best for our 
children and need to be their 
advocates whether in a public or 
private school setting. Ms. Feld- 
man is certainly entitled to have 
her own opinions about the pro- 
gram at ASM, even when they 
are at variance with the many 
satisfied parents of children at 
ASM today. 

However, where there is no 
professional evidence of curricu- 
lum inadequacies or of unquali- 
fied staff at ASM reported in the 
article, only the opinion of a dis- 
satisfied parent, we question 
whether it is truly newsworthy.

Why was that? she wondered. Is it that 
politicians are held in such low esteem that 
nobody thinks of them as heroes any more? 

A couple of people suggested that since 
members of Congress are part of a larger 
group, they don’t stand out as heroes on 
their own. Or, said another, while people 
may vilify Congress as a body, “they like 
their own congressman.” 

I think there’s another reason. And 
again, in some ways it has as much to do 
with us as with them. There was a time, so 
I'm told, when political leaders — even 
members of Congress — were revered by 
their constituents. A time when people did- 
n't smirk when a pol said he or she was a 
“public servant.” 

Part of the blame for today’s cynicism, 
and part of the reason they don’t make the 
heroes list rests with the pols themselves, I 
believe. They have soiled their own credi- 
bility and reputations by seeking to serve 
themselves more than the public. 

In short, it’s all about getting personal 
credit, not about service. Their press opera- 
tions continually grind out material trum- 
peting some grant that the congressman 
“brought” to the district, as if he reached 
into his own pocket and gave of his own 
resources. Not a word about how this 
money came from our pockets. Not a word 
of appreciation to constituents, or even an 
acknowledgment that working taxpayers 
are the ones who make it possible for that 
check to show up.

I recall a press conference from a couple 
of years ago, featuring an appearance by 
the very busy and very glamorous Senator 
John Kerry, who came bearing a mammoth 
replica of a check that was presented to a 
couple of local pols. 

They all stood together and smiled for 
the dutiful cameraman from the local news- 
paper, proudly and happily taking credit for 
“giving” us money that was ours in the first 
place. They all thanked Senator Kerry for 
his magical political skills in “delivering 
for the district.” 

And that points to the part of the fault 
that is ours. This is essentially what we 
demand of our congressional representa- 
tives. Instead of demanding that they spend 
their time really working on making gov- 
ernment better — only passing laws we 
need and getting rid of those we don’t need: 
demanding efficiency from government 
agencies that are necessary and eliminating 
those that are inefficient or unnecessary — 
we quietly allow them to take more and 
more from our pockets, as long as they 
show up with a check now and then. 

Instead of demanding discipline and ser- 
vice, we want them to make us feel’ that 
there is “dignity” in dependence on govern- 
ment. 

That is a side of us that is far from hero- 
ic. So naturally, we don’t find it terribly 
heroic in a politician. 

It’s just that we could do something 
about it. We could be less demanding of 
them, and more demanding of ourselves. 
They’re only giving us what we want.

A small prestigious school in Sri 
Lanka was never the same after Lal 
Abraham took over its technology 
department. 

This year the Greater Lawrence 
Technical High School is expecting 
the same fate. 

“Students can expect a lot of 
change by next year,” says Abra- 
ham, an Andover resi- 
dent hired in January to 
develop a technology pro- 
gram for the school, com- 
plete with e-mail and net- 
works, that integrates 
the use of technology 
into all areas of the cur- 
riculum. 

“After the three Rs, 
students need computer 
literacy, no matter what 
job they go into. And 
they need to be able to | 
use (computers) confi- | 
dently,” he says. 

Abraham is charged 
with updating the 
school’s technology plan, | 
which is now nearly [gy 
three years old, and then 
making that plan a reali- 
ty. The first order of 
business, he says, is to | 
get every student an e- 
mail account. The long- 
range goal is to develop a 
modern library and 
research center, and 
have every department 
in the school using tech- 
nology, he says. wg ER ae:

to Abraham’s recent 
achievement at the Inter- 
national School in Sri 
Lanka. Abraham was 
born in Sri Lanka, and 
moved to the UK at the 
age of 7. He returned to 
Sri Lanka in 1989, and 
worked for nine years at 
the International School 
to create and develop a 
world-renowned technology pro- 
gram. 
Abraham describes the technolog- 
ical resources in Sri Lanka as “limit- 
ed,” but the program he created at 
the International School has since 
won awards world-wide. 

Fourth graders there have created 
projects using Powerpoint software. 
Eighth-graders won second prize in 
a world-wide competition of 300

schools, in which they each created 
an on-line newspaper in a day, 
including international and local 
news. (While the winning students 
were invited to visit British Parlia- 
ment, they never attended the cere- 
mony because the invitation arrived 
late, Abraham says.) 

Abraham’s 20 years of experience 
in technology is only part of the

background that made him a match 
for the job at GLTHS. 

The diverse international back- 
ground of the International School 
in Sri Lanka is somewhat like the 
student population at GLTHS, he 
says. 

At the International School, “Our 
motto was unity and diversity. We 
needed to understand each others’ 
backgrounds, and where we were 


coming from,” he says. Abraham’s 
understanding of cultural diversity 
seems to come from his extensive 
world travels, but also from experi- 
ence in the way technology is creat- 
ing a global village. 

“The world is getting very small 
these days,” he says, adding that 
technology has allowed him to keep 
in touch with former students all 
over the world — as 
close as Boston and 
California and as far 


away as Asia. 
While Abraham 
looked at jobs in 


industry, he says he 
finds education more 
rewarding, because it 


has more direct 
impact on _ people’s 
lives. 


“Tt’s nice to be more 
involved, to really see 
the fruits of your 
labor,” Abraham says. 
“The students really 
appreciate it.” 

Abraham lives in 
Andover with his wife 
and daughter and two 
stepdaughters. He also 
has an older daughter 
in college. 

While he brings a 
bit of the exotic nature 
of Europe and Sri 
Lanka to Andover and 
Lawrence, Abraham 
fits right in with stu- 
dents. As a former 
coach of football (aka 
soccer), track and 
field, and field hockey, 
Abraham relayed 
tales of endless recip- 
rocal practical joking 
between teachers and 
students during tour- 
nament travels, all 
done in good humor. 

Raising a family of 
girls seems to have 
contributed to Abra- 
ham’s sense of humor. His energetic 
and friendly nature is evident in his 
conversation, made with a warm 
smile and quick words in a precise 
British accent. 

He remains jovial and enthusias- 
tic about his new job and life in 
Andover, despite his years spent in 
warring Sri Lanka where he once 
left a building just in time to avoid a 
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AHS schedule to 
be set this month 


Parents of Andover High School students 
gathered last week in the school cafeteria to 
discuss the schedule for next year. 

Principal Larry Robinson says more than 
45 parents attended to voice their concerns 
with the choice in schedules. 

“T reassured them that we'll be starting the 
scheduling early enough that no matter which 
schedule we choose, it will be a smooth open- 
ing,” Robinson says. 

Many parents’ concerns were based on 
problems with last year’s schedule, he says. 

Incomplete schedules at the start of the 
school year left some students with classes out 
of sequence or several free periods. 

“No student will have a mass of free peri- 
ods,” Robinson says. 

The discussion cleared up one misunder- 
standing, he adds, that the schedule could only 
be done one way. 

“People assume it’s all semesterized or all 
A/B. It has never been all semesterized or all 
A/B. It’s been a mixture of the two,” he says. 

Next year’s schedule will also be a mixture 
of the semesterized and alternating day (A/B) 
schedule (a combination of semester classes 
held every day for half a year and alternating 
day classes held every other day all year.) 

“It’s just a question of which (type of class) 
will be in the majority,” Robinson says. 

Robinson plans to weigh all the input and 
choose the schedule he feels is best for stu- 
dents, “to maximize their educational oppor- 
tunity.” 

He expects to choose a schedule by the end 
of the month, so students can begin to choose 
classes upon returning from February vaca- 
tion. . 

Monday’s forum is part of a series of meet- 
ings held at the high school to keep parents 
informed of changes at the school before deci- 
sions are made, Robinson says. 

“I sense that they appreciate that,” he says. 

“Parent Joan Cohen, who attended the 
meeting, says communication problems of the 
past have been solved, but the questions sur- 
rounding which schedule is best have not. 

“(Robinson) gave people the idea that 
intelligently, but what dismayed me is that the 
substance has not changed a great deal,” 
Cohen says. . 

Still, she believes the plan to have depart- 
ment heads (or program advisors) determine 
which classes will be semesterized and which 
Classes will meet all year on alternating days 
is a good one, and is also encouraged by 
Robinson’s willingness to take personal 
responsibility for the schedule. 

“Full accountability’ are words we haven’t 
heard in a really long time,” Cohen says. 

Robinson has scheduled two more forums 
for the second Monday in March and April. 
Topics include changes in graduation require- 
ments and the attendance policy, he says.

While some people throughout the 
world may lie awake fearing potential 
calamity from the Y2K or Year 2000 
computer problem, Town Manager 
Buzz Stapcezynski thinks Andover resi- 
dents should sleep soundly. 

Their town is on the Y2Kase, he 
Says. 

“I don’t picture any problems,” says 
Stapczynski. “All the systems we’re in 
charge of will be set.” 

From what Stapczynski says, about 
the only bad news is that residents’ tax 
bills will go out on time. 

“Is the town paying attention to it? 
Yes we are. We’re taking it seriously,” 
Says Stapczynski. “With much of what 
we've funded at Town Meeting, with 
computers and _ technology, we've 
taken Y2K into account.” 

The gist of the Y2K computer prob- 
lem is that many older computers and 
computer programs used only the last 
two digits of a year in their program- 
ing. For instance, computers would 
recognize 1988 as simply 88. 

This has worked fine so far, but 
experts say that when the calendar 
turns to 2000, or ’00, older computers 
and programs will think its 1900, and 
operate inaccurately or possibly shut 
down altogether. 

To correct the problem, people must 
find where such dates exist in vast 
amounts of programming code, and 
update their systems. Stapczynski 
Says town employees have been work- 
ing to identify problem areas for some 
time, and the town’s payroll has 
already been converted. 

Stapczynski says Andover also has, 
or will, look at everything from its

heating and ven- 
tilation systems 
to its police cars 
and fire trucks to 
eliminate any 
problem areas. 
“There are so 
many computers 
and electronic 
devices, we want 
to make = sure 
they don’t have 
any dates 
(embedded in the 
programming),” 
Says Stapczyns- 
ki. “The worst 
thing would be 
on January 1, 
2000 to not have 
something start.” 
Stapczynski 
also plans to have 
representatives 
of the gas, elec- 
tric and phone 
companies come 
talk to selectmen 
about what is 
being done on a 
regional level to 
make sure 
Andover is not 
left in the dark 
come Jan. 1. He says they should be 
able to tell the town what kind of emer- 
gency procedures will be in place 
should there be temporary problems. 
The school department also seems 
confident that the millions it has spent 
on its technology program will not be 
eaten by the Y2K monster. 
“I think we have our hands around

it. We’re trying to be as prepared as 
possible,” says schools technology 
coordinator Ray Tode. “One or two 
machines might slip through, but we 
have tested most of the PC computers 
and... (for) any upgrades, we’re order- 
ing replacements or the needed soft- 
ware. 

The schools have about 290 personal 
computers, he says.

Dracut residents recharge effort to oppose power plant

A Dracut neighborhood organization voted last 
week to oppose the 750-megawatt power plant proposed 
for the Brox property in Dracut — a plant that is being 
fiercely opposed by some residents in neighboring 
Andover and Methuen. 

The group was originally formed nearly two years 
ago to gather information about a previous power plant 
proposal that was never permitted, says Linda Hayes, a 
member of the Dracut Neighborhood Association. 

A crowd of more than 100 Dracut residents voted 
unanimously to oppose the plant, and make an effort to 
educate the public about what they feel are dangers of 
the project. 

“We would like the process to be more open and 
democratic,” Hayes says. 

The group also aims to make the power plant a cen- 
tral issue for town elections in May. Two Dracut select: 
men —- Warren Shaw and Dave Willet — are up for 
reelection. 

Resident Robert Beatty says the neighbors plan to 
do research and take an educational approach, while 


making the plant a central issue in Dracut town elec- 
tions. 

“We think there is a pro-power plant view on the 
Board of Selectmen, and if that continues, it’s a terrible 
mistake,” Beatty says. 

Shaw, who has announced plans to run for reelec- 
tion after sitting on the board for 2] years, says he 
believes the issue should be addressed during the cam- 
paign, but he has not decided for or against the plant, 
and says he doesn’t believe other selectmen have 
either. 

“In issuing a special permit, you have to examine 
every fact. You don’t start from a premise that ‘we 
want to approve this’ or ‘we don’t want to approve 
this,” Shaw says. 

He hopes residents won’t ask selectmen candidates 
to make a decision about the project before all the evi- 
dence is in, 

“The campaign shouldn’t be about committing to 
yes or no. It should be about committing to the criteria 
I will use to make my decision,” Shaw says, 

He adds that he wouldn’t expect any selectmen 


would vote for any project that had proven public 
health risks associated with it, regardless of the rev- 
enue it would be expected to generate. 

The proposed plant is expected to generate between 
$3 to $5 million a year for Dracut, Shaw says. 

Hayes says the Dracut Neighborhood Association 
plans to raise several questions about the project, 
many of which have been discussed by members of 
Andover’s Merrimack Valley Residents for the Envi- 
ronment. 

The groups cite the impact of potential pollution on 
current air quality, the use of a aqueous ammonia solu- 
tion containing 19 percent ammonium (1 percent less 
than a solution that would require a risk management 
plan), traffic during construction, property values, and 
quality of life in general. 

“We're very concerned that much of the research 
and information circulating is coming from the propo- 
nent (Constellation Power Development of Baltimore), 
and that research and information needs to be set 
aside, and more independent research needs to be con- 
ducted,” Hayes says.

No one is sure how much more 
or less this would cost the com- 
munities, but estimates are grim. 
Andover resident Ann Wein, a 
former member of the Andover 
environmental group CARE, 
which has since disbanded, says 
her analyses show the towns 
would be lucky to break even 
in other words, pay about the 
Same outrageous amount they 
are paying now. 

“Financially, if things went 
well, it probably wouldn’t make 
any difference,” she says. 

Twenty three Massachusetts 
towns are members of the North 
East Solid Waste Committee, 
including 
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North Andover, North Reading, 
Tewksbury and Wilmington. 

If the plant shuts down, these 
towns are still under contract to 
pay the debt incurred in building 
the plant, which now totals about 
$150 million, or $200 million with 
interest. 

However, if the plant shut 
down before new federally man- 
dated pollution control equip- 
ment or “retrofit” were added, 
the towns would avoid sharing an 
additional cost of $40 million to 
$50 million. 

While it seems likely that 
towns would lose money if the 
plant shut down, activists say the 
environmental benefits of shut- 
down would be worth the risk. 
They look at the initial financial 
burden as a long-term investment 
in public health.

“Tt was that very thing that pulled me into 
this,” Wein says. “Why spend that money on 
the retrofit when we could spend it on chang:

For Tom Cobb, head of Clean Water 
Action, an environmental group advocating 
plant shutdown, the choice is clear. 

“Do you want to pay (the debt) by writing a 
check to the bondholders and not further pol- 
lute the Merrimack Valley with mercury, or 
do you want to pay the inflated tipping fee 
while mercury, lead and dioxin are pumped 
into the atmosphere?” says Cobb. 

Clean Water Action joined environmental- 
ists from around the region last week at a 
rally in front of the state house to encourage 
legislators to shut down the plant. 

Andover state Rep. Barry Finegold, who 
attended the rally says he believes the state 
government should offer financial aid to the 
NESWC towns to pay the debt whether the 
plant is operating or not. 

“(The state government) got us into this 
mess, and they should help get us out,” Fine- 
gold says. 

Finegold says he would support shutting 
down the plant if the towns were safe from 
further financial ruin. 

But the debt service isn’t the towns’ only 
worry. Depending on how the order to stop 
the plant is issued, Wheelabrator Technolo- 
gies Inc. which runs the plant, could sue the 
NESWC towns for lost profits that could total 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 

“Health is the priority, but we don’t want 
to bankrupt the communities,” Finegold says. 

Shawn Worcester, executive director of 
NESWC, says the threat of costly legal action 
from Wheelabrator and the remaining debt 
service are the two factors that keep NESWC 
from shutting down the plant. 

“We've clearly said that absent some third 
party to hold the communities harmless to 
the consequences (of a lawsuit), it does not 
make economic sense to shut down the 
plant,” Worcester says. 

Cobb says that’s a job for the state. 

“We want legislators to step up to the plate 
and isis the towns against that,” he 
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Says. 
Finegold says the state can’t legislate the 

shutdown, but can only encourage state and 

federal environmental agencies to do so. 

“If there’s a way to shut it down without 
legal ramification, I’d do it,” Finegold says. 

But does it even make environmental 
sense to shutdown the plant? Only if towns 
make an effort to reduce waste and increase 
recycling, activists say. 

“In an ideal world, we'd like to shut down 
all the incineration, but we have to be realis- 
tic,” Cobb says. Among activists’ arguments 
for shutting down the North Andover plant is 
that three other incinerators are operating in 
the area; in Haverhill, Saugus and Millbury, 
all of which are also operated by Wheelabra- 
tor. If NESWC were not operating, the trash 
that was once burned there could end up in 
another local incinerator if it isn’t operating 
at capacity. 

Cobb says a significant effort at recycling 
could reduce overall pollution rather than 
just moving it from one incinerator to anoth- 
er. 

“If we all reduce and recycle more, capaci- 
ty in those facilities will be freed up for 
NESWC trash. General calculations show 
that if the communities sending trash to 
NESWC and the three other nearby incinera- 
tors recycled about 56 percent of their trash, 
sufficient capacity would become available 
for all the NESWC trash. We would still incin- 
erate the remaining waste, but overall burn- 
ing less and recycling more,” Cobb says. 

Meanwhile the NESWC towns and Whee- 
labrator are negotiating behind closed doors 
over how much each should pay toward the 
cost of the retrofit. Under the current con- 
tract, the cost of the retrofit, which is manda- 
tory under the Clean Air Act of 1990, is to be 
borne solely by the towns, not by Wheelabra- 
tor. NESWC argues that since Wheelabrator 
will own the equipment when the contract 
ends in 2005, the towns should not bear the 
full burden of cost. 

Worcester says it’s too early in the process 
to estimate when negotiations may end, but 
says the NESWC board is scheduled to meet 
next week.

approach the budget issue with renewed vigor. 
Their concern is simple. The school department 
has again outspent its own figures as outlined in 
its Five Year Financial Forecast. So, if the school 
department is seeking a 9.3 percent increase this 
year, what kind of increases will it seek when it 
must staff two new proposed schools? 

“It’s at the point where it feels like it’s almost 
getting out of control,” says Selectman Lori 
Becker. 

“Our schools are very important to people in 
this town, but the school budget is increasing 
well above the budget (as a whole),” says Becker, 
“With new schools coming in, and with the 
staffing and custodians and everything else that 
Will be needed, people need to look at this.” 

Becker wonders if residents who approve the 
budget at Town Meeting truly study the figures 
and believe the schools should get such increas- 
es, or just trust town leaders to arrive at an 
appropriate amount. 

Selectmen Larry Larsen says he wonders 
how the town can build several new buildings 
without debt-exclusion overrides, and stil] fund 
such large annual operating budget increases. 

“A Qpercent increase is just not feasible,” 
Says Larsen. “It seems as if we’ve played this 
game ever since I’ve been a selectmen. 

“A 9 and pushing 10-percent increase borders 
on the phantasmagoric. We want the safety cen- 
ter. We want the new schools. We know we're 
going to have to staff them and keep them in top 
shape.” 

Larsen says the schools, and other depart- 
ments need to scale back their requests. 

Selectman John Hess also says the requested 
schools increase is an issue that needs attention. 

“I want to see the Board of Selectmen sit 
down with the School Committee and talk about 
their budget,” says Major. “I want to find out 
from them what their true needs are.” 

About the only one who doesn’t seem worried 
is Chairman Bill Downs, the longest-serving 
selectman. 

“This happens every year,” says Downs. “The 
town manager makes out his budget, (school 
officials) make out their budget and then we all 
come together.” 

In the end, the school budget will be some- 
where between the current town and school 
numbers, he says, just as it has been for years. 


More turkey talk 

Although four out of five selectmen surveyed 
say the school budget may be too sweet, there 
are other issues on which they want to chew, as 
well. 

Some selectmen say the town has been push- 
ing for too many new positions. 

“T think we'll be looking very closely at the 
new positions on the town side of the budget,” 
says Hess. “We need to hear more from the 
department heads about why they need it.” 

“Salaries in certain departments are higher 
because of new positions,” he says. 

Larsen says he’s seen the salaries in the plant 
and facilities office increase and doesn’t believe 
the town can keep creating new positions. 

“I know we're going to have to throttle back. 
Take just the town manager’s office. It used to be 
a one secretary, one-man office. We’re added a 
secretary, a finance man and we've added a 
planner,” says Larsen. “The municipal mainte- 
nance office (reborn as “plant and facilities”) 
has also increased as has conservation and plan- 
ning. This year, I know the police and fire 
departments also want to increase.” 

However, Larsen does want an increase in 
the youth services department, he says.

The Royal Victorian Opera 
Company will return to the Memorial 
Hall Library this Sunday, Feb. 21, at 
3 p.m. to present an afternoon of music 
entitled Gilbert & Sullivan & Friends.

ALL THOSE YEARS AGO 


100 years ago 

Andover was snowbound Tuesday. Huge high drifts 
were piled up in all parts of the town, and traffic on 
steam (and electric roads) was practically suspended 
Monday night. The electrics reached the Andover 
square from Lawrence as late as 7 o'clock Monday 
night but after that hour no cars went through. One 
car was stuck in the snow near Stimpson’s bridge. 
Tuesday forenoon cars were able to get as far as Frye 
Village. The snow began to fall early Sunday and con- 
tinued nearly all day. It stopped through the night, 
beginning to snow again about 5 o'clock Monday 
morning, from which there was no let up until some- 
time in the night. During that time nearly two feet of 
snow had fallen. This would not have been so bad but a 
high wind prevailed all of the time and in consequence 
the snow drifted badly on some of the streets, there 
being many drifts six and eight feet high in the out- 
skirts. The storm was not so severe as that of a year 
ago. The wind blew at a terrific rate, however, and 
caused the snow to drift nearly as bad as it did last 
year.

All the Boston & Maine trains were late at the 
Andover station Monday night and many didn’t arrive 
at all.

Political science professor was

James J. St. Germain, 84, professor 


of political science at Merrimack Col- 
lege from 1950-1980, died Monday at 
Lawrence General Hospital. 

Mr. St. Germain was appointed 
chairman of Merrimack’s history and 
political science department in 1962, 
and helped establish the Andover 
Democratic Town Committee in the 
1950s. 

Born in Waterford Conn., Mr. St. 
Germain lived in Andover for 40 
years. He received his bachelor’s 
degree in philosophy from Providence 
College, Rhode Island: his master’s 
degree in political science and inter. 
“ational relations from the University 
of Connecticut in Storrs. Conn.; and 
did advanced studies in political sci- 
ence at Boston University. 

A number of area notables sat in 
his classrooms. including former 
Lawrence Mayor Mary _ Claire 
Kennedy, Methuen Mayor Dennis 
DiZoglio, former Essex County Com- 
missioner and current Lawrence 
School Committee member Mar- 
guerite Kane and Boston television 
newsman Mike Macklin. 

Mr. St. Germain founded the col- 
lege’s public service internship pro- 
gram in the early 1970s. Participating 
students worked with then-Congress- 
man F. Bradford Morse and then-U.S. 
Senator Edward Brooke. 

Mr. St. Germain learned about the 
world of politics by accompany his 
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father, former New London mayor 
and Hartford state senator Joseph A. 
St. Germain. 

He was also sought out for advice 
by political luminaries including U.S. 
Senator Ted Kennedy, former gover- 
nor Michael Dukakis and the late 
President John F. Kennedy. 

In 1963, Mr. St. Germain accompa- 
nied the American Political Science 
Association on a 45-day trip around 
the world. The goal was to familiarize 
American political scientists with 
international issues. 

He received an honorary doctorate 
of social studies degree from Merri- 
mack in 1980, and the James J. St. Ger- 
main Scholarship in Continuing Edu- 
cation was provided by an anonymous 
donor to honor his “excellence in 
teaching undergraduate students, and 
for inspiring in them a dedication to 
learning as a life-long endeavor.” 

He leaves a daughter, Katharine S.

(NAPSA) — The first time you look 
under the hood of an electric vehicle, 
you'll be struck by what’s not there.

There’s no engine because an electric 
vehicle doesn’t need an engine. There’s 
no exhaust system — and no pollution - 
so there’s no need for a tailpipe. What 
about pistons? Timing belts? Crank- 
shaft? Not there. Not needed. 

It takes a lot of metal and rubber to 
power an internal combustion engine:

New system tells motorists when it’s time for 


(NAPSA) — For years, many drivers 
have been told to change the oil in their 
cars and trucks every 3,000 miles, no 
matter how they drive. Now, over the 
next five years, General Motors will 
equip nearly its entire North American 
lineup with a patented oil-life system 
that tells GM car and truck owners 
when it’s time to change the vehicle’s 
engine oil. ‘ 

Instead of owners depending on fixed 
oil change intervals that may not be 
suitable for all situations, the monitor- 
ing system customizes oil change sched- 
ules based on a vehicle’s engine and 
transmission type and an individual’s 
driving habits. 

The GM Oil-Life System has been 
used on some GM models for the past 
few years, particularly the Chevrolet 
Corvette and Cadillacs with the North- 
star engine. The technology involves 
computerized monitoring of engine rev- 


olutions, operating temperature and 
other factors to determine when to 
change a vehicle’s engine oil. 

The first high-volume truck applica- 
tion of the oil-life system is in all-new 
1999 Chevrolet Silverado and GMC Sier- 
ra full-size pickups. “This initiative is 
part of GM’s continuing program to pro- 
vide owners with a more hassle-free 
ownership experience and more envi- 
ronment-friendly vehicles,” said 
Michael Grimaldi, a GM vice president 
and vehicle line executive for full-size 
trucks. 

Over the next five years, the oil-life 
system will be available on 90 percent of 
GM’s North American production vol- 
ume. At that level of usage, GM calcu- 
lates that one year’s production of new 
GM oil-life monitor-equipped vehicles 
will potentially decrease the annual 
amount of waste oil by 40 million 
quarts. 


“Every driver operates with different 
driving styles and under different con- 
ditions,” said Grimaldi. “The GM Oil- 
Life System compensates for that, 
allowing a customized diagnosis of each 
vehicle’s oil change needs.” 

When the system determines that the 
engine oil is nearing the end of its use- 
ful life, it notifies the driver that an oil 
change is needed with a “change engine 
oil” instrument panel message each 
time the vehicle is started. Once an oil 
change is completed, the oil-life system 
can be reset to begin a new analysis 
cycle. 

Starting with the 2000 model year on 
certain vehicles, GM will raise the max- 
imum mileage allowed between oil 
changes for oil-life monitor-equipped 
vehicles to between 10,000 and 15,000 
miles, depending on vehicle brand and 
engine. These longer intervals between 
changes will be available to drivers who 


gested highways cause travel delays, 
resulting in lost time on the job. Pro- 
ductivity suffers. Traffic accidents 
engender medical costs, some of which 
are not covered by insurance. But help 
is on the way. 

The resources which go toward 
financing these hidden costs of gasoline 
could instead be invested in the devel- 
opment and production of alternative 
vehicle technologies which are more 
fuel efficient, less polluting and easier 
on the public health, ICTA concludes. 

Gasoline is a costly and addictive 
habit, both in present dollars and in 
future resources. A new generation of 
vehicles — powered by batteries, fuel 
cells and hybrid engines — will be easier 
on the environment and easier on the 
wallet.
